During the long years of war it 
was said in Poland that America 
was sympathetic to the Poles and 
that gifts were being colleeted and 

repared for shipment to Poland. 

n December, 1945, two delegates 
fom War Relief Services—N.C. 
W.C. made their appearance in 
Poland, Rev. Aloysius Wycislo and 
Father Edward Swanstrom, who, 
in the darkest days, gave comfort 
to the Poles with the news of im- 
minent help. The first gifts. ar- 
rived that same month and were 
greeted with tears of thanks- 
giving in the Polish ports of Gdy- 
nia and Gdansk. They bore the 
address of Cardinal Adam Sapi- 
eha, beloved chairman of the Hier- 
archy’s commission for “Caritas.” 

Immediately after their unload- 
ing from the ship those gifts went 
by train to the 25 Dioceses of Po- 
land, where they were distributed 
among the poorest inhabitants by 
“Caritas.” First on the list of the 
recipients were institutions for 
children, orphanages and homes 
for the aged. Next were kitchens 
where the hungry were being fed, 
such as Caritas communal kitch- 
ens, school kitchens and feeding 
stations for infants. Then came the 
‘sick, the old, widows with children, 

fe families and the poorest in- 
habitants of the parishes. 

The gifts were ted with the 
greatest gratitude. “Caritas” 
oficials clearly stated who were 
the donors. Children hugged to

School Aid At Senate Hearing 


Washington, April 28.—(NC)—A compromise Federal 
aid to education bill which would “give practically all the 
money to the public schools and would give a few dollars to

Father McManus proposed an 
adaptation of the School Lunch 
Program procedure in the $250,- 
000,000 Taft Bill, so that non- 
public school children in all States 
could be benefited. Under his pro- 
posal an estimated $242,500,000 
would go to public schools and 
$7,500,000 to nonpublic schools, 
none of the latter to be spent for 
teachers’ salaries. The Taft Bill 
as presently written denies aid to 
children of private and parochial 
schools in States where expendi- 
ture of public funds for nonpublic 
schools is prohibited. 


The N.C.W.C, official said, how- 
ever, he realized that such an 
amendment to the Taft bill would 
probably be rejected at the present 
time, and offered his support to a 
compromise proposal which would: 

1. Provide funds specifically 
allocated for raising the salaries 
of public school classroom teach- 
ers in the poorer States of the na- 
tion; 

2. Provide funds so that the 
children attending all schools, 
public and nonpublic, would re- 
ceive certain essential school ser- 
vices such as transportation, non- 
religious textbooks and supplies, 
and health and welfare services. 
These funds would be distributed 
according to the pattern of the 
School Lunch Act, under which the 
States have an option of distribut- 
ing the federal funds to the non- 
public schools or of permitting the 
pone government to do it direct-

Leftist Says Tiso 
More Dangerous 
Dead Than Alive 


His Execution Is 
Called Enormous 
Political Blunder -

Bratislava, Slovakia, April 28— 
“Tiso will be more dangerous dead 
than alive.” 


This was the opinion expressed 
by a leftist Slovak journalist after 
the death sentence was pronounced 
against the former president of 
Slovakia, and it summed up the 
feeling of all Slovaks, even the 
top executive in the administration, 
with the exception of the commu- 
nists. They all agree, communists 
excepted, that Dr. Tiso’s execu- 
tion was an enormous political 
blunder. 

No stage of the trial took on 
so dramatic a character as the 
last 48 hours before the wartime 
president’s execution, when the 
main question was whether the 
sentence would be carried out or 
not. Up to the moment that sen- 
tence was pronounced, Dr. Tiso’s 
case rested in the hands of the 
Slovak People’s Court. After that 
the case became the object of po- 
litical wrangling. 

In Bratislava and in Prague the 
various parties held meetings be- 
hind closed doors to decide wheth- 
er clemency for Dr. Tiso should 
be recommended to President Ed- 
ward Benes of Czechoslovakia. De- 
spite the fact that all participants 
in these meetings were pledged to 
secrecy, various details have leaked 
to the public. 

The communists did not appear 
at a Bratislavia meeting to appeal 
against clemency for Dr. Tiso. 
However, various communist 
groups voiced the demand that the 
court’s verdict be carried out. 

Dr. Joseph Lettrich, the presi- 
dent of the Slovak national coun- 
cil, received threatening letters 
from both sides, causing consider- 
able nervous tension. e did not 
want to accept responsibility for 
Dr. Tiso’s execution so he washed 
his hands of the whole affair by 
declaring that the National Coun- 
cil was not in a position either to 
recommend or oppose the petition 
for merey. The only action he 
took was to send a telegram to 
the Prague government protesting 
its decision, after the government 
had decided against clemency for 
Dr. Tiso.

During the period between 
the verdict and the execution, vio- 
lent discussion. took place behind 
closed doors between political 
parties in Prague and Bratislava, 
debating whether. the plea for 
mercy should be recommended to 
President Benes. Dr. Tiso’s sen- 
tence had been the subject of in- 
tense discussion by small groups 
huddled in streets throughout Slo- 
vakia. While two days earlier spe- 
cial editions had announced the 
news of the sentence 30 minutes 
after it was pronounced, the Slo- 
vak papers were cautioned to pub- 
lish only brief accounts of Dr. 
Tiso’s execution, and without 
comment, and special editions were 
barred. 

On the day before his death Dr. 
Tiso was informed that his petition 
for mercy had been denied. He re- 
ceived the news calmly and re- 
quested the ministrations of a 

riest. It was like the composure 
had displayed before the judges 
when his death sentence was read. 
He had stood erect when the ver- 
dict was announced and appeared 
calm although the klieg lights of 
newsreel cameras were focused di- 
rectly in his face. 

The reading of the sentence, 
which covered 215 pages, was a 
matter of hours. In it Dr. Tiso was 


‘found guilty on 97 of the 118 


charges which had been placed 
against him at the beginning of 
the trial. 

Questioned by Dr. Daxner, the 
president of the Court, whether he 
wished to ask for clemency, Dr. 
Tiso replied: “I ask it for moral 
reasons.” His lawyer then imme- 
diately submitted a petition for 
grace.

‘He Declares In Washington Interview That = 
Red Aim To Destroy Eastern Europe's _ : 
Catholicism Appears Unchanged 


Washington, April 26-—The Holy See has been com- 
pletely cut off from the Ruthenian Catholics of Galicia since 
the Moscow-engineered, so-called schism of last year, accord- 
ing to His Eminence Eugene Cardinal Tisserant, eminent 
Orientalist and Cardinal-Bishop of the Holy Roman Church, 
who is currently visiting institutions of learning and 
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Eastern Rite Catholic groups dur-*~ 


ing a two-month visit to the 
United States and Canada. 

He said there has been no in-' 
dication of any change in the 
aims with which he charged So-' 
viet leadership in a press inter- 
view in Rome last year—the de- 
struction of Catholicism east of 
the Curzon line “in open violation 
of one of the four principal free- 
doms.” The Cardinal is secretary 
of the Sacred Congregation for the 
Oriental Church. 

While in this country Cardinal 
Tisserant is participating in bi- 
centennial observances of Prince- 
ton University; will visit Catholic 
and non-Catholic colleges and uni- 
versities and meet Eastern Rite 
clergy and laity in a tour that 
will take him to more than a 
score of cities in this country and 
Canada. At various times he will 
be the guest of four U. S. and a 
Canadian , of the Apos- 
telic Delegate to the United) 
States and of more than 15 Arch- 
bishops and Bishops. 

Among many Oriental Rite ser- 
vices in which he will participate 
will be a Pontifical Celebration of 
an Oriental Liturgy on June 20 
in Ottawa in connection with the 
Marian Congress. He will preach 
the sermon on that occasion, and 
at least seven of his fellow mem- 
bers of the Sacred College will be 
present. 

The one million Eastern Rite 
Catholics of North America— 
700,000 in this country and al- 
most half that many in Canada 
—form a major sector of the 
world’s 9,000,000 Oriental Cath- 
olics in union with the Holy See, 
Cardinal Tisserant said, but he in- 
dicated a need of more priests to 
serve them. 

Commenting on a striking dif-. 
ference between the Eastern Lit-, 
urgies and the Latin Rite—the 
greater direct participation of the 
people—His Eminence said in 
some of the Eastern Rites the! 
similarity of the liturgical lan-' 
guage to the daily speech of the 
people is a help towards greater 
understanding of the significance 
of the ceremonies. A wider know!l- 
edge of Latin would contribute 
greatly toward a corresponding 
advantage for Latin Rite Catholics 
he said.

One of the red hopes for dis- 
ruption in America has been and is 
represented by The Protestant 
magazine. It is a symbol of how 
a pro-Soviet attitude is interlink- 


ed inevitably ‘with war on the /|against the Church and her spirit- 


Catholic CWurch. 


That publication, although call- 
ed Protestant, is not ‘the organ 
of any official Protestant denomi- 
nation. It has been right along a 
violently pro-Soviet and vituper- 
atively anti-Catholic mouthpiece. 
Occasionally its. editor, Kenneth 
Leslie, has been able to align a 
number .of Protestant ministers in 
support of views which were in 
accord with what Soviet Russia 
wanted expressed at the time. I 
doubt that many of them were 
fully aware of whom they were 
actually serving. . 


It was seven years ago, during 
the Hitler-Stalin pact, that this 
magazine began. Then the Soviet 
dictatorship was looking for “re- 
serves” against the- Catholic 
Church, in line with a_ possible 
open clash of the Soviet with the 
democratic nations. 

Moscow’s Faithful Servants 

The Protestant magazine | an- 
swered that Soviet need, so far as 
America went. It received quiet 
but enthusiastic red aid. It ran ar- 
ticles by red writers against the 
Church, such as the recent “Vati- 
ean Aids the War on China” by 
Abraham Chapman, one of the 
editors of the communist Daily 
Freieheit who also writes frequent- 
ly for the Daily Worker. The 
magazine whipped up new Ku 
Klux Klan sentiment against the 
Catholics, talking about the “Holy 
Inquisition” in America. 

Simultaneously, Leslie twisted 
and turned in atcordance with So- 
viet policies. He followed every 
change of line as loyally as any 
disciplined communist would. And 
in recent years—notably in 1945 
and after—The Protestant has 
been. the “authority” quoted by 
New Times (the disguise for the 
Communist International maga- 
zine) for the Scviet assault on the 
Church in the United States. 
Leslie and his organ serve faith- 
fully the Moscow purpose to wipe 
out the Catholic Church, as the 
chief moral obstacle in the path to 
Soviet world domination. 


Pius XI in his encyclical on 
Atheistic Communism calls upon 
the Christian world to grasp this 
Soviet goal in its full significance. 
Without quibble or question he 
labels the Soviet leaders as “the 
most persistent enemies of the 
Church, who from Moscow are di- 
recting the struggle against Chris- 
tian civilization.” 

This encyclical stresses that the 
Soviet camp has carried on “un- 
ceasing attacks in word and act” 
against the Papacy. But it stresses 
also, something else which Catho- 
lics should ponder carefully and 
well. It warns that the red camp 
employs “insidious deceits” to en- 
tice or confuse “even men of good 
faith,” and that they “perfidiously” 
seek to mislead Catholics as to 
their purpose. 

Obliterate The Church 

In my own experience there 
was nothing which was more com- 
pletely driven home than the de- 
termination of the communist 
camp to obliterate the Catholic 
Church and all who finally adhere 
to her. Across my desk there 
came in the summer of 1945, as I 
was about to leave the yed fascist 
leadership, such anti-Catholi¢ stuff 
as appeared in the New Times of

“When the Soviet dictators label 
anything “fascist,” that is a cue 
to every communist agent every- 
where to do everything in his 
power, by force or cunning, to 
wipe out that. “fascist” enemy. 
Melnikov says plenty dlong that 
line. Falsifying history, he de- 
clares: “In the period preceding 
the war the Vatican invariably 
supported in all countries the re- 
actionary forces which nurtured 
the nazi beast and made it pos- 
sible to plunge Europe into the 
most bloody of wars. And during 
the war the Vatican’s deliberate 
and consistent policy was to save 
fascism from defeat and destruc- 
tion; it wove intrigues against the 
unity of the Allied Great Powers 
and mooted plans for a ‘negotiat- 
ed peace.’ What blessings, then, 
does the Vatican intend to confer 
on mankind, now that the world is 
eonfronted with the most impor- 
tant and by no means easy prob- 
lems of the post-war settlement?” 
Melnikov Supplies The Answers 
The question which he asks, 
Melnikov of course answers. This 
is what he says: “The Vatican’s 
post-war plans for Europe are 
therefore not open to any doubt. 
They are permeated witha spirit 
of black reaction and are funda- 
mentally inimical to the vital in- 
terests of the European peoples, to 
their liberty and to peace among 
nations.” 

But he is not content with this 
misrepresentation. He goes on: 
“Not less reactionary and anti- 
democratic are the activities of the 
Vatican outside of Europe.” And 
what, pray, is his great authority 
for this false charge? It is noth- 
ing other than Kenneth Leslie’s 
The Protestant. : 

In triumphant conclusion, this 
Soviet mouthpiece gives this final 
battle-cry to communists every- 
where: “Today the Vatican is act- 
ing as the agent. of extreme re- 
action which exploits every. oppor- 
tunity to. pursue its subversive ac- 
tivities in favor of fascism.” 

This Melnikov effusion is a 
tissue of falsehoods from begin- 
ning to end. The Vatican’s consis- 
tent effort to curb fascism is. tes- 
tified to over and over again. In 
the very week that the encyclical 
on Atheistic Communism was 
issued, the anti-nazi encyclical Mit 
Brennender Sorge appeared. This 
document had to be distributed in 
Germany under the most difficult 
circumstances and yet was got 
into hundreds of thousands of 
hands through Catholic couriers, as 
the communist press itself. re-’ 
luctantly had to admit at the time- 
(1937). The Papal . attempts to 
assuage the horrors of war and to 
win peace were in the interests of 
a world now stricken with the suf- 
ferings created by the conflict. The 
Papal declarations on social re- 
form and for the working people 
would lead to benefits for the com- 
mon man which the red fascist 
slave state can never confer. 

Communists Stir The Pool 

‘No matter how false, that pro- 
paganda s by Melnikov was 
like a rock thrown into a pool, 
The communists spread it far and 
wide. It had to 
every communist editor and used, 
in such ways as the conditions in 
his coun rmitted, to under- 
mine the Catholic Church. It led 
American communists to come for- 
ward with the infamous article in 
the April 1946 Political Affairs, 
slyly insinuating that there should

British Bishops 
Point Way To 
Lasting Peace : 


Deplore All Persecutions 
For Religious, Racial 
Reasons, Urge Charity 


London, April 28 —(Radio, NC) 
—A “protest against religious, ra- 
cial and ‘political persecution tol- 
erated and even encouraged by 
leaders of certain nations” and an 
appeal to the faithful “to redouble 
their prayers” for peace, high- 
lighted a joint statement issued 
after a meeting of the Catholic 
Hierarchy of England and Wales. 
Titled “the Present Crisis,” the 
statement proposes acknowledge- 
ment of God and the practice of 
universal charity as the foundation 
stones for lasting peace. 


“The growing international ten- 
sion and acute hardships from/ 
which the British people are suffer- 
ing as an inevitable result of total 
war impels us to give the clergy 
and faithful a message of guid- 
ance,” the statement declares. “We 
cannot expect a solution of the 
world’s problems from the wisdom 
of. statesmen or from world or- 
ganizations as constituted at pres- 
ent. The promise of peace was 
made to men of good will. This 
good will is the prerequisite for 
world order. It can be achieved 
only through humble acknowledge- 
ment by men of their dependence 
upon Almighty God. 


“The root cause of rivalry and 
discontent is a lack of charity. 
Political convictions and patriot- 
ism are not strong enough to form 
the foundations of peace and jus- 
tice. The law of God and mutual 
love by the members of the human 
family are alone capable of re- 
storing the broken trust between 
nations. ” 


“We make an energetic protest 
against the religious, racial and 
political persecution which is tol- 
erated and even encouraged by the 
leaders of certain nations. We 
call upon Catholics to show an ex- 
ample of charity and justice.- In 
these perilous times it is the duty 
of Catholics, irrespective of their 
political allegiance, to work to- 
gether for the common good. We 
ask in particular that the faithful 
will redouble their prayers, and by 
an evermore frequent attendance 
at Holy Mass and the Sacraments, 
ask God’s guidance for + in 
authority. During the month of 
Mary, Queen of Peace, we invite: 
the clergy and faithful to celebrate | 
May devotions with special solem-. 
nity and fervo-.” : 


The Bishops also: touched. on the 
plight of the German PW’s in Eng-' 
land stating: “We are gravely dis- 
turbed by the continued detention’ 
of German prisoners of war in this 
country and we urge the Govern- 
ment to take further measures for 
their immediate return to their 
homes and families.”

Cardinal Newman Shows 
Church's Continuity 


John Cardinal Newman, the great Eng- 
lish Catholic scholar and convert, wrote 
shortly after his conversion, in his Is Ra- 
tionalism Honest? (Lecture III, pp. 117- 
118): 

“It is indeed an intolerable paradox to 
assert, that a revelation given from God to 
man, should lie unknown or mistaken for 
eighteen centuries, and now at length 
should be suddenly deciphered by indi- 
viduals. .: . Were Christianity a mere work 
of man, it too might turn out something 
different from what it has hitherto been 
considered; its history might require re- 
writing, as the history of Rome, or of the 
earth’s- strata, or of languages, or of 
chemical action. A Catholic neither de- 
precates nor fears such inquiry, though he 
abhors the spirit in which it is conducted. 
He is willing that infidelity should do its 
work agajnst the Church, knowing that she 
will be found just where she was, when the 
assault is over. It is nothing to him, 
though her enemies put themselves to the 
trouble to denying everything that has 
hitherto been taught, and begin with con- 

: structing her history all over again; being 
quite sure they will end at length with a 
compulsory admission of what at first they 
so wantonly discarded. But what he would

Popes Of The 
Ninth Century 


109-——Pope Adrian |11—885 


- In Constantinople the Emperor Basil was 
still under the power of Photius, and by 
him was forced to ask the new Pope, 
Adrian III, to revoke the censures pro- 
nounced against the false Patriarch by his 
two predecessors. Instead of granting that 
request Adrian only renewed the excom- 
munication. 


His short reign of a little more than one 
year was occupied with action against the 
infidel Mohammedans, now very aggressive 
in Italy. 

He died on his way to France to anoint 
Bernard, the son of Charles the Fat, as 
heir presumptive to the infperial throne. . 


110—Pope Stephen V (V1)—891 


Pope Stephen V (VI) did all within his 
power to escape the burdens of the Papacy. 
“My shoulders are too weak for the im- 
mense weight,” he said to his electors. 


The day after his enthronement he set 
out to visit the Roman churches and found 
nearly all of them profaned and pillaged 
by the Saracens. 


Before Stephen V died he witnessed the 
end of the eastern Schism, but was over- 
come with grief over the Norman invasion 
which had reached great proportions. In 
fact it was the most formidable invasion 
recorded in history. On their way to Italy 
they sacked and burned cities in Gaul. 


-1t1—Pope Formosus——896 


The first act of Pope Formosus had to 
do with the ordinations conferred by Pho- 
tius. The Pope pardoned all who were pre- 
sumably ordained by Photius, but they 
must henceforth be regarded as laymen. 


The Pope was asked by the Archbishop 
of Rheims to protect Charles, son of Louis, 
of France, as the only legimate descendent 
of Charlemagne. Charles at that time was 
only 14 years old. 


Formosus crowned as Emperor of Ger- 
many King Arnold, who had two rivals, 
each with an army. Both invaded Italy for 
the purpose of booty, shortly before the 
death of this Pope. 


112—Boniface VI—896 


The one who is listed as the immediate 
successor of Formosus is Boniface VI, who 
lived only two weeks after an election which 
is regarded by some as having been invalid 
because of interference by Berengarius, one 
of the three claimants to the imperial 
power in the East, referred to in the ad- 
joining column. There was not even time 
for his enthronement. 


(Vil) -—-897 


Stephen VI (VII) reigned only one year, 
and that one year was marked by a very 
singular occurrence, namely, a post mortem 
trial of Formosus. For this the friends of 
Formosus threw Stephen into a dungeon 
and strangled him.

Stephen wrote to Emperor Basil, who 
was still under the influence of Photius: 
“If God has bestowed upon you the gov- 
ernment of the political and civil world, 
He has entrusted to Peter and his succes- 
sors the government of the religious and 
moral world. You-accuse the Apostolic See 
of breaking off all relations with the 
Church of Constantinople. Where is the 
head of the Church, that the Sovereign 
Pontiffs can communicate with him? You 
have no Patriarch. We cannot hold official 
communication with Photius, a mere lay- 
man.” 

Treachery existed in the Emperor’s own 
household. The son of Basil plotted against 
his father’s life, but it was discovered. 
Soon, however, the Emperor died of a fall 
and his last words to his son were: “My 
son, beware of Photius; he has opened a 
fearful abyss beneath my throne.” 

The new Emperor, Leo, banished Photius 
permanently from Constantinople and with 
his expulsion the eastern Schism was 
crushed. 

The Emperor elevated his own brother 
Stephen to the vacant See. 

In the year 895 Arnold, King of 
Germany, called the Bishops living within 
his domain into council and promised re- 
ligiously to discharge his duty of fighting 
the enemies of the Church and of his 
kingdom. 

We are relating here the civil and re- 
ligious turmoil which prevailed throughout 
Europe and the Near East, but are saying 
little about the many saints who grew up 
amid it, of the pious contemplatives and of 
the growth of the population in monas- 
teries. 

We, of this day, must not.forget that we 
are writing about the age commonly called 
“dark.” It was “dark” not because the 
Church had not imparted light, but be- 
cause people had not time for peaceful 
pursuits. The Norman invasion from the 
north and the Saracen invasion from the 
south, the jealousy of half civilized kings 
and their lust for power, kept most of 
Europe in turmoil. Constantinople and 
Rome enjoyed a higher degree of civili- 
zation, but the civil rulers of Constantin- 
ople tried, whenever a Pope was seriously 
ill, to influence the election in their favor, 
or to protest one which had already taken 
place. The evils, therefore did not grow out 
of the Church, but resulted from the dis- 
turbed state of society. 

Referring to Pope Stephen’s act of try- 
ing a predecessor, Baronius, the historian, 
observes: “The deed shows a despotic viol- 
ence in the fact, but no error of faith. Let 
us not forget that we are dealing with the 
ninth century.” 

The age, of course, was one of turmoil 
because of the jealousies and rivalries be- 
tween civil rulers, and because of the anti- 
Christian activities of the Mohammedans 
which threatened the Church no less than 
the State. 

A Council convened by John IV declared: 
“The death of each successive Pontiff 


throws the Roman Church into the most | 
shameful seenes of violence. The excited | 


mob plunders the Lateran Palace, and even 
carries its licentious madness into private 
dwellings. To guard against the return of

The educational situation of 
young people in England differs 
radically from that in the United 
States. Until the Butler Education 
Act of 1944 the school-leaving age 


age to go into offices and factories. 
Only one in five completed a high 
school education, and that usualiy 
at sixteen, while only one in a 
thousand went on to college. Con- 
sequently at a comparatively tend- 
er age thousands each year were 
pushed into the world of work just 
at the time when they were under- 
going the full strain of adoles- 
cence. From this came great dis- 
tress. Each young worker runs 
the greatest risks from a religious, 
moral, intellectual, emotional and 
material point of view. 

Above all he suffers from a feel- 
ing of isolation and even of aban- 
donment. At a time when he is in 
many ways weakest he is sub- 
jected to a variety of social pres- 
sures which tend to disintegrate 
his moral fibre and dilute his re- 
ligious sense. The religious edu- 
cation given in parish schools, even 
the best, could not and cannot pre- 
pare the young worker for the 
struggle which awaits him on al- 
most the, very first day he enters 
the world of work.

One of the most severe criti- 
cisms of formal education is that 
it does little to help boys and girls 
become adults. When civics teach- 
ers and political science teachers 
approach the subject of politics 
and evils in politics, parents and 
even the Chamber of Commerce of 
many cities are immediately on the 
alert to put a stop to it. There- 
fore; teachers may not teach their 
students what politics really are 
and how to deal with them when 
they are out of school. 


Yet there is a great need for 
careful analysis of civic, economic, 
industrial, professional and _ po- 
litical duties, attitudes and habits 
that must be demanded in a demo- 
cracy. For example, the meaning 
of liberty is not really understood 
by many. Liberty does not neces- 
sarily mean one can do entirely 
what he wishes. When a person 
becomes a member of a social 
group he gives up some of his 
hberties, and as a member of a 
school group no one can always. do 
as he pleases. 


Let us face the facts. Our gov- 
ernment, while it is the best form 
in the world, is not perfect, since 
no man-made institution can be 
perfect. There’ remains then for 
us to learn the strength and weak- 
ness of our government, praising 
its virtues and replacing its vices. 
How can this be done? 


According to John F. Sly, pro- 
fessor at Princeton University, 
youth should be trained in moral 
and political leadership. He has 
outlined a three point plan for 
such training. First: training in 
parliamentary practice, bill draft- 
ing and public debate; second: 
practice by means of high school 
forums, public meetings, discus- 
sion. groups and youth legislation; 
and third: application of both to 
life situations.

I hold that these 
advantages do not compensate for 
loss to individuals not trained iy 
the natural system. 


And it is just that, “the natural 
system,” for God put both sexes 
together on His good earth with 
no visible means Of separation, 
Unless his vocation points toward 
the life of a hermit, the average 
human being must serve his term 
of life in constant association with 
the other sex. 


Living harmoniously with others 
is a trade that requires special 
training. Any business man will 
tell you that there are apt to be 
any number of women in his day’s 
associations. Handling their busi- 
ness as well as them requires 
training—the kind of training one 
does not get in a boys’ school. This 
is as true for the woman—she 
must learn how to get along with 
many men every day—the experi- 
ence for which she will not learn 
in a girls’ school. 


Furthermore, although _ there 
may be distractions as boys and 
girls become absorbed in each 
other, even that is normal, and it 
may do less harm in an indi- 
vidual’s school life than it would 
in his business life. 


Above all, successful home life 
requires a great deal of training, 
for here we have constant associ- 
ation between men and women.

A “Christian” marriage should 
be in keeping with the demands of 
God, and the wishes of Christ.

St. Bonaventure Note ... 


Word from Olean, N. ¥., is to the effect that Coach Hughie 
Devore of St. Bonaventure College, has had considerable trouble 
getting a representative football schedule for next fall, and the 
news 1s not surprising. St. Bonaventure had an excellent team last 
fall, losing only one game during the regular season, and that 
being an Upset in the very first game of the season. Teams which 
normally would be on St. Bonaventure’s schedule want no part of 
Devore’s team, and the result has been that Devore has ‘ad to 
range far and wide for a schedule of games, whereas the team 
formerly could complete its slate normally in its home’ neighbor- 
hood. That’s one of the penalties a so-called “small” school pays 
for football success. Its normal rivals can’t match the quality of 
its teams, so they won’t play. This frequently forces the “small” 
school to go out of its class, either up or down, for games that it 
would otherwise not schedule. If Devore wants to get back into 
action against St. Bonaventure’s former rivals—not all of whom 
have St. Bonaventure’s, of course—just let him turn out 
teams that will lose three or four games a year for a couple of 
years and he'll find he has friends galore in the coaching profession 
who are very anxious to accommodate him and his team with 

. games. 


Tuition First... 

In the recent series here about Notre Dame football, particularly

That 92 per cent of Notre Dame’s annual income is derived from 
tuition, fees, ete., from students, and the other eight per cent from 


athletics, particularly football, of course. Basketball is the only other 
varsity sport which pays its own way at Notre Dame. 
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No Tears... 


There were very few tears shed at the recent announcement 
made by Baseball Commissioner Chandler that Leo Durocher, 
manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers, had been suspended for a year 
for “conduct detrimental to the best interests of baseball.” Duro- 
cher is a manager of undoubted talent on the baseball field, but 
his off the field antics, including some of the company he had 
been keeping until ordered to give up those characters by his 
superiors, and his recent third marriage, following two divorces, 
to a movie actress, caused more trouble. In fact, the Catholic 
section of the well known Brooklyn Knothole Gang sent word to 
the Broeklyn management that it had withdrawn from the “gane” 
because Durocher so openly flouted many of those things which 
Catholic people hold dear and sacred. 


The suspension of Durocher was brought about following a hear- 
ing held by Commissioner Chandler on charges filed by Larry Mac- 
Phail, now general manager of the New York Yankees and Durocher’s 
former boss at Breoklyn. MacPhail charged that Durocher, among 
other things, accused him of entertaining known gamblers in Mac- 
Phail’s box at a Brooklyn-Yankee exhibition game in Havana, Cuba. 
This charge was proved to have been unfounded. This accusation by 
Durocher climbed .a long list of things charged to him and his big 
mouth, and Chandler, evidently weary of Durocher’s actions and 
words, both on and off the ball field, finally threw the book at him 
and the year’s suspension, the heaviest ever meted out in the big 
eictees leagues, resulted. Whether Durocher ever gets back into professional 
yeti. baseball is debatable, although there is nothing in the commissioner’s

decision which would prevent him from doing so. I think the big 
leagues have had enough of Duroeher and his ways—certainly most 
of the fans have—and he probably will find few welcome mats awaiting 
him when his suspension ends. 


Babe Ruth once drew a 30 day suspension from the late Judge 
Landis- when the latter was high commissioner of baseball for defying 
the judge’s order against a fall barnstorming trip. However, no other 
player or manager ever drew such a severe penalty as Durocher was 
handed by Chandler. This, of course, does not include the Chicago 
Black Sox who were barred for life from baseball after discovery was 
made that they had conspired to “throw” the 1919 world series to 
the Cincinnati Reds.

Already Pope Pius XI had bles- 
sed and encouraged its work in 
European countries in terms of 
praise seldom used by a Pontiff. 
Now it was ready to begin to 
adapt itself to the conditions and | 
temperament of the young Cath- 
olics of England. All this was 
shortly before the outbreak of war 
in 1939. There had searcely been 
time for a few leaders to be train- 
ed in different parts of the country 
when the draft came, taking all 
young men over the ‘age of 
eighteen. 


This was crippling, because as 
a movement of Catholic Action the 
chief responsibility must be borne 
by the members of the movement 
themselves and not by the chap- 
lains. The members are the apos- 
tles, they: are the participators in 
the apostolate of the Hierarchy, 
and it is their movement. 
Temporarily, to make provision 
for veterans, the age has been 
raised to thirty and the movement 
now has some ten thousand mem- 
bers. In a. nation-wide broadcast 
entitled “What are the Churches 
doing?” recently a non-Catholic 
speaker spoke of the work of the 
YCW as being one of the most 
significant church movements of 
our time. 

Cardinal Griffin, speaking at a 
YCW rally in January said, “You 
are ‘my joy and my crown’. . ‘You 
live in an age that is twisted out 
of its true pattern, and among such 
people you shine out, beacons. to 
the world, upholding the message 
of life.’ This is the YCW in the 
country at the present time. In 
the time of St. Paul the problems 
were very similar to those with 
which the Church is faced today. 
It is in the YCW that If put my 
greatest hope for the welfare of 
the Catholic Church. I want to 
thank all those priests who are 
devoting themselves to the Young 
Christian Workers.” 

Its functions are threefold. It 
sets out to be a “school of train- 
ing” for young workers, and does 
this by its meetings, its publi- 
cations, and the whole of its pro- 
gram. It teaches a Christian 
philosophy of working life. It 
aims at the complete formation, 
spiritual, moral, intellectual and 
physical, of the young workers. 
Under the care of the priest in 
small parochial groups they de- 
velop their own spiritual lives, and 
are given confidence in their 
powers of conquest and influence, 
and are fired with zeal to win their 
comrades for Christ. 

Each and every one of them has 
as his motto: I sanctify myself for 
others. The movement too is a 
social service, providing services 
for the sick and the unemployed, 
for savings and for leisure, and for 
young people when starting work, 
directing them away from blind- 
alley jobs. Finally it aims to be a 
representative body which will act 
on public and private authorities, 
on public opinion, and will

Then, tf 
I won out temporarily, and the 
children came to play with our 
girls and boys, my husband would 
yell at them until they would be 
frightened away and would never 
come back. The result was I never 
knew our children’s friends until 
they grew up, and unfortunately 
some were not fit companions for 
them. 

The Married Children Won’t Come 
Back Home 

Though our children have always 

been thoughtful of me, giving me 

gifts whenever an occasion arises, 


‘ilike my birthday, etc., and though 


they. also give to their father, the 
family is growing apart. 

One of our children is married 
and I cannot even invite her and 
her husband over because her 
father won't like it. The invitation 
to our house must always come 
from my husband! Two more of 
our children are planning mar- 
riage. They tell me frankly they 
do not intend to come home after 
they are married when their father 
is home, because they will be 
ashamed of the treatment their 
husband and their wife will re- 
ceive. 

My husband also drinks and 
comes home from work when he 
feels like it. He says he won't ac- 
count to anyone for his time. But 
I can’t go out any place without 
him wearing a long face when I 
return home. I go out about once 
every two or three months. The 
children insist I have more outside

He 
served in Italy as a representative 
of War Relief Services-National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. He 
was formerly chairman of the New 
York State Labor Relations Board 
and a regional director of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. 


Declaring that he came to Ja- 
pan in a spirit of helpfulness, “if 
I can be of help,” Monsignor Flan- 
pagan landed at Haneda Air Base 
here for a six-weeks tour during 
which he will confer with Geteral 
MacArthur and other occupation 
officials. 


He was met at the airport by 
Nelson B. Neff, chief of the Wel- 
fare Division of the occupation 
forces’ Public Health and Welfare 
Section, and by a crowd of Jap- 
anese children carrying a banner 
saying, “Welcome Father Flana- 
gan.”

The FBI is essentially an in- 
vestigative agency. It is our duty 
to get the facts. We do not estab- 
lish policies—that is the responsi- 
bility of higher authority. We do 
not make decisions as to prose- 
cutions—that is the responsibility 
of the Attorney General, his as- 
sistants and the various United 
States Attorneys. 


To the end that our responsibili- 
ties may be diScharged it is neces- 
sary not to lose sight of the fact 
that our chief responsibility is the 
duty to obtain information and to 
protect confidence. Thus, when a 
citizen furnishes information on a 
confidential basis his confidence 
must be respected. In any intelli- 
gence operation, security of infor- 
mation is of primary concern. I 
recall in the pre-war years that 
the FBI was criticized on the ill- 
founded premise that nothing was 
being done to meet the Nazi-Fas- 
cist-Japanism threat to our inter- 
nal security. The real facts are 
now a matter of record. What was 
being done, and done successfully, 
could not then be discussed and 
publicized. When the time came to 
act the FBI was fully prepared to 
carry out its responsibilities. There 
was not one successful enemy-di- 
rected act of sabotage during the 
war and enemy espionage was kept 
under complete control.

Brooklyn, April 28.—(NC)—De-

He 
cited prominent educators who 
found that lack of religion in the 
school system was menacing this 
country. 

Father Keller declared that the 
Founding Fathers, in writing the 
Declaration of Independence, em- 
phasized the fact that the natural 
law itself depends on God, and 
cited their appeal to “the Supreme 
Judge of the world” for the rec- 
titude of their intentions. 

“If we inscribe on every coin of 
the realm the words ‘In God We 
Trust,” he asked, “shouldn’t we 
in all consistency teach that truth 
in every classroom also? How 
does it happen then that the vast 
majority of American grade and 
high schools, colleges and univer- 
sities, ignore that important con- 
cept or teach the very opposite?” 

He declared that while 98 per 


tecent of the American people would 


agree with the Founding Fathers, 
there were 3,000,000 who were 
definitely interested in removing 


| this belief in God. 


“It would be an insignificant 
number,” Father Keller continued, 
“were it not that the enemies of 
any great truth usually have an 
intense missionary zeal. They are 
not content to keep their false- 
hood to themselves. They aim to 
poison the minds and hearts and 
souls of everyone, and for them 
the profession is a ‘natural.’ In 
it and through it, with little fear 
of detection, they can sow the 
seeds of disintegration.” 

In outlining a. six-point program 
for the teachers, Father Keller 
urged them to teach the truth and 
to combat instances of teaching 
that deliberately ignores, ridicules 
or denies the fundamentals of 
American doctrine. 


“Encourage one person a year 
to dedicate his life te education, 
to act as a Christopher in bring- 
ing Christian, American values 
back to the schoolroom, no mat- 
ter what the cost,” he continued. 
“If each of you would find just 
one new prospect, there would be 
2,000 more teachers with your 
sense of values every year. 

“If you and enough like you 
become zealous messengers and 
distributors of this divine truth,— 
of man’s divine inheritance, you 
can be effective instruments in 
bringing lasting peace to this na- 
tion and to the world. You will be 
saviors of your country and mes- 
sengers of God, the Father, the 
Son and the Holy Spirit.”
